“What is my principle of child 
training?” said a very successful 
mother.

T this time of yenr, there Is no 
reason why one should not, for once 
at Jeast, count up the causes which 
make for optimism and may help us 
to face the New Year Sh a mpod of 
enim and confidence, In the first 
place, let un-rejoice that four months 
of-warfare have ‘produced only 1 
ulnimum of ensualties. 
The vast frontal battles of the 
. last war, entailing such fenrful rsacri~ 
fice {n human Hfe nnd s0 small gain 
in strategic superiority, have not 


eventunted. Nor does it seem alto- - 


gether rash to belleve thot it mny 
prove possible to avold them In the 
fyture. Both sides, It may be, have 
Jearnt one lesson, which fs that fron- 
‘tnl attacks do not juntify the losses 
suffered. The modern Intellect must 
bo capable of discovering some more 
subtle and Jess costly method 
achieving the desired result. 

Tt wan widely anticipated that the 
firyt stages of this war would be 
marked by tremendous air atincles 
upon centres of population. We were 
expeoting to sce capitals - of, great 
countries Ind waste, beautiful and 
ancient buildings destroyed and hun- 
dreds and thousands of innocent civi-~ 
Mons slaughtered, Thin has not hap- 
pened, The civilian population of Po- 
Innd hor suffered cruelly, and unpar~ 
‘donable attacks have been made on 
the capital of Finland. 
many women and children who have 
been barburously done to death, But 
these vile attacks have been In part 
confined to military objectives. Here, 
again, it docs not seem too Tash to 
hope that this rule will be observed 
nt least as strictly in the future as 
it hns been In_ the pnst, for It fs 
dictated by gound sense, o5 well as by 
humanity. The massacre of large 
numbers of civilians would help neil- 
ther side to win the war. It would, 
on the contrary, Intensify bitterness, 
and make the attainment of a rational 
peace more difficult and more remote. 

NIGHTMARE BANIBHED? 

At the same time, It would outrage 
neutral opinion, and dispose It to 
condemn most sternly those who 
were first guilty of the erime. , The 
numbers of bombing airplanes, of 
pilots, and of bomba are Hmlted. 
Every alr raid entails the Hkelihood 
of casuiltles.

It. is 
therefore devoutly to be hoped that 
this particular nightmare—perhaps 
the worst of all—mny gradually be 
banished: from our dreams, and that 
its disappearance may be. marked by 
the Incrensed Suminotion of our 
cities. So long.as Great Britain is 
supreme at sca, she can never be de- 
fented. And the events of these four 
months have gone far to ossert and 
to secure that all-important supre- 
macy. The probiem of the submarine 
has been firmly dealt with and prac- 
tlenlly solved. The submarine will 
remain a nuisance, but has ceased to 
be n menace. The flonting mine, on 
the other hand, hna wrought more 
havoc jn this war than in the Inst, 
but there seems Iittle doubt that 
whatever new device may have fent 
Increased cfficacy to this weapon, the 
seeret of it hans now been discovered, 
und also the antidote. Although ao 
Jarge number of small ships, chiefly 
neutrals, have fallen victims, the 
mine cannot be sald fo have impatred 
the British war potential. i 

Nor have the raiders shown the 
sime skill and intrepidity as they 
did in 1914, although the . pocket 
battleship fs n far more formid- 
nble vessel than cruisers such 
as the “Emden,” carrying larger guns 
and commanding ef fight against 
lighter’ vessels with shorter range. 
Throughout the lost war, Germany 
maintained a ficet, the second Jargest 
in the world, which was capable of 
inflicting fearful damage, and might 
even have uchieved a naval victory. 
She hns no such ficet on this occasion 
nnd the few vessels that she does 
possess have alreadly been consider- 
ably reduced in number. The end of 
the year, therefore, secs Great Bri- 
taln’s naval supremacy more firmly 
established than it hns ever been. So 
far ag nir and land forces are con- 
cerned, if preparations were not 
complete on the 3rd of Seplember— 
und preparations seldom are—Britaln 
hos had the Inestlmable advantage 
of four months devoted to intensive 
training, which must have almost 
doubled the efficiency of all arms. 
Training in war time is carried out 
with twice the zest and vigour that 
can be applied to it in peace, for a 
greater keenness and willingness 
spreads through all ranks, and no de- 
mands on time, energy and patlence

Napoleon snid that in wor the 
morn! counts for the material in the 
proportion of three to one, and it is 
on the moral side that the superiority 
of the democracies is most {mpres- 
alve. Never before In Britnin’s long 
history has she entered upon a war 
with such unanimous approval of 
her own peopic. When she fought 
Philip II of Spain, deep religtous 
divisions in the country made many 
hope for a Catholic victory. When 
she fought Louis XIV there were 
many highly placed Jacobites who 
were In the pny of the enemy. When 
she fought Napoleon, there were 
many mistaken Whigs: who belleved 
that she was fighting on the wrong 
side. Even in the last war, there 
were some who denounced the Bri- 
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tlsh Government,. and glorified the 
enemy. There were - distinguinhed 
statesmen who denounced it from 
the beginning os unnecessary, and 
who refused to co-opcrate in wag- 
ing it. But now, the country is all of 
one mind, and the value of this un- 
animity cannot be exaggerated. 

Nor Js it the English people alone 
who are convinced that thelr cause 
‘s the cause of civillsation. That 
opinion 1s shared also by all the beat 
intellects that have come out of Ger- 
many. For, within Germany, fine in- 
tellects con no longer survive. The 
Germonr whose names are best 
known Jn the world have denounced 
the Nazi regime almost without ex- 
ception, not a single diatinguished 
writer, thinker or man of science, 
elther in Germany or in any other 


country, has, attempted to defend 
Germony's couse, and in the Red 
terror of Russia she hos found her 
natural ally. Even defenders of Com- 
munism are beginning to shrink away 
with horror from the blood-stained 
Stalin. and his crew of nssnssins. © 

The greatest weaknesses from 
which any country can suffer in time 
of war are divided councils and sup-: 
preased opposition. These were tho 
causes which, fn 1017, led to the col- 
lnpse of Russin—the first country to 
brenk under the struin of war, These 
will assuredly prove the causes which 
will lend to the collapse of Germany 
in the days to come.

TYPICAL OF RECENT relentless German air at- 
tacks on unarmed merchantmen and helpless 
fishing trawlers are stories now available in 
some detail of attacks on the merchant ship 

’ Jevington Court on Tuesday and on the fish- 
ing trawler Star of Scotland. 

At about 11 o'clock on the morning of January 9 


those on the bridge 


‘of the Jevington Court 


heard the sound of aircraft engines. 


One Dornier 17 appeared. 


it was flying very low 


and circled round the steamer to make sure she 


was defenceless. 


It circled again and as it passed close over the steamer it 

opened fire with machine gun bullets, which tore up 

, the deck planking, splintered the sides of the wheel- 
house and shattered skylights and hatches. 


One builet went through ‘the en- 
gine room skylight and put the 
dynamo out of action. 

Another ginnced off the bridge 
rall and carved a Jong groove Jn the 
mahogony chart table. 

The machine circled again 
and, ‘thie time also dropped a 
salvo of four bombs. They fell 
wide because the Jevington Court 
wae zigzagging. ‘ 

The aircraft returned to the uttack 
with machine guns and bombs, 

The bombs fell nearer ond their 
explosion shook the ship but did no 
damuge. 

In the next attack the aircraft, 
still raking the deck with machine 
gun five, dropped a further two 


bombs. 
By Six Feet 


Men on the upper deck, trying to 
dodge the hail of machine gun 
bulicts, saw these bombs falling and 
were certain they would hit the ship 
but the ship was under fullhelm and 
the bombs missed by six feet, 

The explosion of them, how- 
ever, seemed to lift the ahtp, : 

Everything movable was thrown 

about and even the compasser 

were lifted out of thelr Gimbals 
and thrown out of the binnacles. 

The safety valves of the eboilers 
were lifted off their seatings and the 
concussion sent up.clouds of coal 
dust through the bunker hatches. 

The aircraft... apporently . thought 


the bombs had hit and the ship was 


sinking. It ‘sappeared to the cast- 
ward, flying tast and low. 

The crew.of the Jevipgton Court 
guthered themselves together, shook 
the coal dust out of their eyes, dis- 
covered thelr ship was virtually un- 
damaged tind continued on their voy- 
age. 

By an astonishing stroke of luck 
there were no casualties in the 
Jevington Court. 


Trawler Victims 


Not.so in the fishing trawler Star 
of Scotland, 

That trawler was hauling her trawl 
off the Shetland Islands when a Ger- 
mun bomber appeared and imuachine- 

The crew ran for what shelter 
they could find. : 

The aircraft circled and returned 
to the ottack, dropping ‘three bombs, 

One of these hit, demolishing the 
wheelhouse, wrecking the’ steerlng 
gSenr, killing two of the crew and 
wounding two. 

The crew then iclet to abandon | 
ship. 

They suieeeaderk, In launching 

a small boat under fire and three 

men jumped Into It whereupon 

‘the alrcraft machine-gunned tho 

smal! boat, sinking tt and loav- 
ing the three men atruggling in 
the water. 

The aoircarft then made two fur- 
ther bombing attacks on the trawler 
without securing further hits and 
flew off to the castward. 

The trawler succeeded In picking 
up three men clinging {o the wreck- 
age of the small boat.

Commenting on a copy of a “re~ 
printed” issue which renched the 
management of the “Ta Kung Pao" 
a few days ogo, the editor wrote: 

“Not only have they stolen our 
name, our address, but also our ad- 
vertisements and a number of for- 
eign telegrams and special articles.” 

The Japanese-inspired “puppets,”

good counterfeit of the journal, and 
the average man would be casily 
fooled: unless in a position to com- 
Pare the fraud with the genuine 
copy. t+ :

Had Force 

This argument about “security” 
had force when It was used to defend 
the Soviet entry into Eastern Poland 
three months ago. Wo all know the 
argument, even Lord Halifax has 
recognised its force by implication in 
the House of Lords, 

But Finland? By what argument, 
on what hypothesis, can Finland 
threaten the security of Russia now? 

There is only one hypothesis which 
{s worth discussion—and that is @ 
hypothesis which the Kremlin does 
not avow. 

It is that Great Britain and France 
do not mean serious business In thelr 
war with Hitler; that within a period 
of months they will patch up peace; 
that then they will allow him to 
make war on Russio, or even joln 
with him in the assault. If this Is 
not thelr plan, why, asks Moscow, 
has there been no fighting in the 
West?) Why did the Allics never 
serlously support the Poles? Plainly 
capltalist Governments of Western 
Europe are still trying, not to des- 
troy Nazi aggression, but, as always, 
to divert jt to the East. And Fin- 


Is the Finnish dai evidence of 1 
close agreement between Hitler and 
Stalin, or will It come to a dispute 
between the two dictators when 
sharing the spoils? Will they con- 
tinue {o assist each other for the 
purposes of their so-called “vital 
expansion"? Which of them, finul- 
ly, will emerge os victor from this 
contest of cunning and force? On 
the answers to these questions will 
depend the direction and the dura- 
tion of the war. 

The truth js that Stalin and Hit- 
ler are playing a double and extreme- 
ly obscure game. In the ogercssion 
against unhoppy Finland, world 
public opinion perceives, above all, 
the criminal hand of Stalin, But he 
who reflects soon divines in the 


background the sinister shadow of — 


Hitler, the leader of the game. And 
Mr, Chamberlain wag quite right 
when he recalled that the principal 
author of all the evil from which 
Europe 1s suffering, the destroyer of 
European peace, bears the name of 
Adolf Hitler. To confound Stalin 
with Hitler is to fall into the Ger- 
mans’ trap. 

To gain a clear iden of this dou- 
blo game, ft is necessary to reallze 
what Finland meons.for Russia. An 
independent Finland is the gigantic 
bolt which bars.two doors to the 
Sovict Union. 

After the agreements © concluded 
with tho Baltic States, Russia, if she 
succeeds in occupying Finland, will 
be the undisputed mistress of the 
Baltic. 


Vital To Strategy

case orlsts—will no longer have any 
reason. to fear a naval actor on

Fantastic Thesis - 

For in every part this thesla is 
fantastic.’ Great Britain and France 
are not going to make peace with 
Nazi Germany; if they did, they 
would never allow the Nazis to turn 
on Russia, and still less would they 
Join in the aftack; vast of all would 
they permit the - Nazis to Invade 
. peaceful Finland as the preliminary 
for thelr aggressive war, They would 
not do so, because the French and 
British peoples would hurl from pow- 
er any Government which made such 
proposals. There is only one thing 
which could possibly. induce these 

peoples to use Finland for military 
operations against the Sovict Union. 
That fs the Sovict aggression against 
Finland. By that aggression Molo- 
toff and Stalin may havo created the 
very danger which they profess they 
are secking to_avert. If “security” 
1s, in truth, thelr purpose, then their 
attack on Finland |s not only a crime, 
it is a fearful blunder too. 

But ts security thelr purpose? Or 
{s it simply an excuse? Is Stalin in 
reality pledged to q pact with Hitler 
to partition Europe into two “totali= 
tarlan” spheres? Do the Comin- 
tern’s attacks against Rumania herald 
the next move in a very ugly game? 

Mortal Danger .. 

If this were true, then Stalin's 
crime would not only be a blunder; 
it might be a mortal danger to his 
own regime. It took Western Europe 
six years to steel itself to armed re- 
sistance against aggression, but, after 
lamentable surrenders, St did 60 in 
the end. It may be that Northern 
and Southern Europe -would also 
try “uppeasement” for a while. But 
in the end they, too, would inevit- 
ably resist. The power of the tank 
and the machine-gun, no doubt, is 
very great; but nothing can’ be so 
certain os that a totalitarian part!- 
tion of Europe would not “indefinite- 
jy endure", The vast majority of

What does this mean? On the 
one hand, a great commercial route 
towards Europe, Africa, America 
and the whole world.

Hitler The Gambler 


Hitler has measured this risk. 
He is a gambler and a reckoner. At 
the present moment, his best chance 
to avold a catastrophe Js,to draw 
Russin into the war, . He Is doing 
and will’ continue to do his utmost 
to bring about a state of war be- 
tween: the Soviets and the do- 
mocracies, -—- just os, before over~ 
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ness of national freedom, and, avivid 
sense of national pride; they can 
read and write, and have either ex- 
perienced, or still enjoy, political de- 
mocracy in various forms, They 
lonthe aggression, and the crushing 
welght of armaments which dictator- 
fol aggression has already caused. 
They will not tolerate the personal 
bondage or: the national servitude of 
Imported dictatorial regimes. Those 
who seek to Impose such a bondage 
must face a long epoch of resistance, 
ending, if not beginning, with bitter. 
wars. 

Neither the German nor the Rus- 
slan people are {n the psychological 
or material conditlon of Revolution~ 
ary France. In the long run, the 
dictators who seck to lead them in 
the path of conquest will be destroy~ 
ed, and the end will come mora 
simply than it came to Napoleon a 
century ago. 


Tragic Mistake 


For five ycars the Soviet Union 
was the most loyal member of the 
Léogue. Litvinoff strove harder than 
any other statesman to usc the Cove- 
nant to restrain uggresston.

{AIR WAR IN 


FINLAND

Helsinki, Yesterday. 

Taking ‘full ‘advantage of 
their superiority of approxi- 
mately ten to one, the Red 
air force is now waging sys- 
tematic war against all com- 
munication centres and the 
thickly populated areas of 
Southern Finland. 


Up to now, however, the Sovict 
raiders have accomplished relatively 
slight results, considing that on 
Thursday alone some 350 Russian alr- 
plancs aro estimated ty have been 
uctive over Finland. 

During Fridoy’s brief raids here, 
seven planes dropped between 20-30 
bombs on the outskirts of Helsinkl, 
injuring two persons, and another 
ten bombs in the suburban factory 
district, but without serious damage. 
it 1s reported that one of the raiders 
‘was shot down and fell into the sea. 

The Russians again bombed one of 
the country’s main railway lines, 
that between Helsink} and Aabe, on 
Friday. They kept tho 
of one. train hiding 
three hours, but refrained this time 
from machine-gunning them. Oddly 
enough, the. Reds planted only ons 
bomb close to tho line. This fell 
precisely between the rails, but was 
a dud.

HE term propaganda has quite a 
respectable origin, but owlng to 

the misuse to which it has been put 
in recent yenrs, it hhs acquired a 
distinctly bed reputation. It used to 
mean mercly the diffusion of a doc- 


trine—the Christian doctrine ‘pro- 


pnogonda fdel' was the term. It had a 
legitimate use, since most Christians 
would ngree that the spread of the 
Christian gospel by telling other 
about {t, wos not only a desirable 
thing but a duty enjoined upon the 
Church. 


It {s when the term Is applied to 
secular or political doctrines that 
are not genernily accepted that the 
diffusion of them by propoganda 
becomes suspect. Dr. Goebbels Ina 
broadenst speech on November 27th 
last, said that Germany lost the last 
war because she did not appreciate 
the value of propaganda 
countries. She would, he added, be 
victorious in this war now through 
optimism in ‘grey times,’ and through 
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in enemy

Brutality of The 
Barbarians 


Hitler In his book “Mein Kampt{” 
pnys a grent tribute to British Pro- 
paganda in the lost war ond at the 
same time severely criticises German 
efforts. This is what he says: “It 
was, for example, a fundamental 
mistake to ridicule the worth of the 
enemy, asthe Austrian and Germain 
comic pnpers made no chiof point of 
doing in thelr propaganda. The very 
principle here js a mistaken one; for, 
when they came face to face with 
the enemy, our soldicrs had quite a 
different impression. Therefore, the 
mistake had disastrous results. Once 
the German soldier realised what a 
tough enemy he had to fight he felt 
that he had _been deceived . by the 
manufacturers of the information 
which had been given him. There- 
fore, Instead of strengthening and 
stimulating his fighting spirit, this 
information had quite the contrary 
effect. Finally, he lost heart, 


“On the other hand, British and 
American war propaganda was psy- 
chologlently ecfcient. By picturing 
the German to thelr own pcople as 
Barbarians .and Huns, they were 
preparing thelr soldiers for the hor- 
rors of war and safeguarding them 
against iNusions. The most terrific 
weapons which those soldiers en- 
countered in the ficld merely con- 
firmed the information that they’had 
already received and thelr bellef in 
the truth of the assertions made by 
thelr respective governments was 
accordingly reinforced. Thus their 
rage ond hatred against the infam- 
ons foe was increased. The terrible 
havoe enused by the German wea- 
pons of war was only another iHus- 
tration of the Hunnlsh brutality of 
those barbarians; wherens on the 
side of the Entente no time was left 
the soldiers to meditate on the simi- 
Jur huvoc which thelr own weapons 
were capable of. Thus the British 
soldier was never allowed to feel that 
the information which he recelved at 
home was untrue. Unfortunately the 
opposite was the case with the Ger- 
fnans, who finally wound up by re- 
jecting everything {rom home as 
pure swindle and humbug. This re- 
sult wns mode’ possible because at 
home they thought that the work of 
propaganda could be entrusted to the 
first ose that came along, braylng 
of his own special talents, and they. 
had no conception of the fact thut 
propaganda demands the most skill- 
brains that cun be found.” © That fs 
why Goebbels was installed as 
Minister of Propaganda. But: what 
are facts? 


Fourth Arm 


Some writers give propaganda a 
high ploce in the general offort made 
in waging war. They call it the 
fourth arm, but they differ as to the 
technique of this attack. Some af- 
firm that the only effective weapon 
in this armoury is truth, the whole 
truth und nothing but the truth. By 
that they mean the cold facts which 
spenk for themselves, or at least 
leave the reader ‘to draw his own 
conclustons. Others will assert that 
Lord ‘Northcliffe during the Inst war 
with his experience of “Dally Mail” 
methods behind him did devastating 
work with his propaganda and final- 
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ly succeeded in undermining Ger- 


. man morale. He did not confine him- 


-self to the bare statement of facts, 
since the majority of people_aro not 
capable of interpreting the facts so 
presented, or, at least, not capable of 
doing so in the manner desired by 
those who publish them. 

But -vhat are facts? my 

Some years ago a psychologist 
staged on experiment, which he had 


, carefully rehearsed and recorded in 


detnjl beforehand. A student intor- 
rupted the lecture to which forty 
students. were listening and said and 
did certain extraordinary ‘things. 
When the uproar had subsided, the 
clnss work was resumed but at the 
end of tho Iecture each student was 
usked to give n detalled account of 
what had happened and recall as far 
ns possible what had been sald. 

The reports when collected and 
rend showed such discrepancy that 
jt was almost impossible to belleve 
that the different ‘members of the 
class had all witnessed the some in- 
eident. Although tach wrote in good 
folth, {t was clear that much of the 
evidgnee was subjective, and due to 
fmogination, fecling and projudice, 
and only to a certain degree govern- 
ed by the objective facts. 


Graf Spee Incident 


What we see is too often governed 
by what we bring to bear from our 
own minds on the fact, incident or 
whatever it may be, Thus, when the 
Grat Spee met the three British 
cruisers and was driven into Monte- 
video Harbour, the Britlsh . stated 
thut three light armed cruisers, out-

gunned and out-ranged, had defeat- 
ed the battleship, whereas the Ger- 
mans said the Graf Spee made .a 
giorlous stand against overwhelming 
odds being, outnumbered by three to 
one, 

In uny case no one can‘ be 
satisfied wlth a‘ cold fact alone, It 
cries out for an explanation. To say 
for example that Bomb explosion 


.took place in Munich.in a beer cellar 


in which Hitler had been speaking 
twenty minutes before, and leave it 
at that {s impossible. The thing 
must be explained. Well the 
Germans start off with the 
assumption that everyone in 
Germany, except those in concentra-" 
tlon camps love their Fuchrer 50 
much thot treachery-on their part -in 
the very heart of Nazidom is un- 
thinkable, nnd immediately took for 
the cause of the explosion elsewhere. 
Obviously to them it was due to the 
machinations of the British Secret 
Service, and as the Prime Minister 
had said he hoped he would live to 
see the end of Hitlerism, it was casy 
by clipping off the last three letters 
of the word to fasten the reol guilt 
on him. A cynical and humorous 
opponent of the Prime Minister did 


aay that there was one element in the" 


incident which did connect him with 
it, and that was the bomb had been 
tlmed to explode half an hour too 
late. On the other hand and from the 
Allied and ncutral point of view 
the explosion was a symptom of un- 
rest in Germany, and indicated a de- 


sire on the part of highly placed 


people to get rid of the leader who 
had plunged the country into a dis- 
astrous and costly war. Then, it is 
necessary to go more fully into the 
internal condition of Germany and 
find out what the facts are which 


justify this explanation. In any case |. 


one cannot stop at the plain fact 
that an explosion has occurred. 

Every nation naturally in times of 
war presents the facts in much a way 
as to prove their case, and adds an 
explanation which seeks to convince 
the foreigner. 

Thus the German announcet says 
that the “Athenia”,was sunk by the 
order of Mr. Winston Churchill. 
Again when a fire occurred in a rayon 
factory in Rumania or near some oll 
wells, the Germans accused the Bri. 
tish Secret agent of sabotuge. 

Js there any reason to suppose that 
British publicity 1s likely to be near- 
er to the truth than the German? The 
answer Is YES because It is* pos- 
ssble:to check British news by Isten- 
ening to foreign neutral stations 05 
well as German. The British news 
therefore is given in that firm re- 
sonant voice which carrles conviction, 
and such talks os Cards on the Table, 
and World Affairs are given by men 
who cannot be bought, and are cer- 
tainly under no party obligation,

seen through the cyes of reputable 
witnesses so that the nation will be 
adequately prepared for its tosk of 
destroying. this evil thing.
